000. was thrown by train robbers from 
the express car of tho Sunsot limited 
train of the Southern Pacllic railway, 
running at full speed, near San Luis 
Obispo.

How thu.bandits succeeded so well 


In their evidently 
thoroughly

plans Is a mystery to the railroad of-

and 
detectives. A posse is 


searching the mountains in San Luis 
Obispo county for tho robbers. 


The train, known as No. U, wan run 


in two scctlona, and the" one robbed 
was tho second section. Two exprcr.s 
cars wcro carried, and tin; messenger, 
T. Sullivan, a highly trusted employe 
of tho company, waS working In the 
forward car when'the rear one was 
robbed. 


When Sullivan went to the rear car 


he was astounded to tlnd that the 200- 
pound Iron safe, which had been se- 
cured In a corner of the car by heavy 
steol bars, had been wrenched loose 
nnd was missing. 


Sullivan at onco pulled the boll cord 


and tho train was stopped. Word of 
the robbery was wlr'od along tho line, 
and every station ngent within 100 
miles was ordered to look out for rob- 
bers. 


The aafo was found later 4n the 


roush lands along the track, near San 
Luis Obl.spo. 
It had been rilled of 


everything except a largo diamond and 
somo valuable papers. 


The crime was ccmmltted in the 


most daring way, but nono of 
tho 


trainmen or passengers saw or heard 
anything of It till the warning was 
given by Sullivan. 


It Is believed that tho robbers wero 


four In number, and that tho two who 
throw the safe frcm tho train had 
confederates.waiting at tho point tho 
safe was thrown off.

Wagner stated tHat the Wisconsin 
Sugar IJcet Co, 
Intended 
liullding 


a factory in Janesvllle In 190(i. . He 
also stated that all tho 
contracts 


made by his company with the farm- 
ers were for three years, tho beets 
to be delivered at the Janesvllle. fac- 
tory In 1905. These contracts to be 
void unless the factory was begun by 
March in, 1905. In reality this Is a 
one-year contract which can be ter- 
minated at the.will of the Wisconsin 
company. Mr. Wagner also told the 
committee that the factory at Men- 
omonee Falls employed one hundred 
and sixty-five -men for four months 
In the year and four or five men tho 
rest of tho' year.

The Amounts Used 


He stated that the dally output of 


the mills each day was 500 tons, anil 
that In usual operations tho factory 
used 7C> tons of coal dally. 50 tons of 
limestone, and flvo tons of coke; that 
the yearly output of the factory was 
ten million pounds of sugar or nearly 
300 carloads.

Feathered Songsters That Work Hard 


for Their Living. 


If a man could cat as much In pro- 


portion to his size as n sparrow Is 
able to consume ho would need a 
wholo sheep lor dinner, a. couple of 
dozen fowls for breakfast, and six tur- 
keys for his evening meal. A tree 
sparrow has been known to cat 700 
grass seeds In a day. Birds can and 
do work far harder than human be- 
ings.' A pair of house-martins when 
nesting will feed their young on nn 
average once in twenty seconds— 
tint Is, each bird, male and female, 
miikou ninety.Journeys to and fro In 
an hour,'or perhaps 1,000 a'day. It 
must be remembered that on each 
Journey the bird has the added work 
of catching an Insect.
